There  have  been  several  re- 
quests for  a  two-minute  speech 
by  Police  Officer  A.  J.  Mihalo- 
vich,  as  used  in  a  sermon  last 
Sunday  at  Carlisle  Methodist 
Church.  We  are  happy  to  make 
this  available  for  your  filing. 
"Tony"  was  asked  to  use  about 
the  same  amount  of  time  as  did 
Abraham  Lincoln  at  Gettysburg, 
in  a  vocal  effort  he  delivered  on 
the  state-house  grounds  at  the 
dedication  of  a  statue  site  which 
Is  to  honor  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
son  Tad.  And  he  did  it  in  the 
266  word  length,  used  so  well  in 
1863. 

Tony's    Two-minute    speech 
Delivered  at  the  site  of  the 
"Lincoln  and  Tad"  Statue 
Iowa  State  House  Grounds 
April   10,   1959 
It    Is    With   Great    Pleasure— and 
dignity  that  I  stand  on  this  pro- 
gram for  the  building  of  a  statue 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  son, 
Tad. 

It  means  a  lot  to  me. 
Years  Ago,  As  A  Boy— I  came  to 
America  from  Yugoslavia  with  my 
mother. 

I  Started  To  School.  I  hope  we  all 
remember  how  great  and  wonder- 
ful that  is.  I  was  just  a  boy  and 
yet,  already  I  was  a  part  of  a  free 
country.  My  great  teachers  taught 
me   about 

freedom — 
We  Learned  About  Great  Persons. 
Always   there   was   that  one  who 
stood  up  for  all  people,  regardless 
of  color,  creed  or  nationality — 

ABRAHAM  LINCOLN. 
It  made  no  difference  to  him,  for 
everybody  is  important.  I  lived 
where  I  knew  what  words  like 
"Starvation"  and  "Poverty"  meant. 
Now  I  was  finding  about  words 
like  "Fair"  and  "Square."  We  still 
send  food  and  clothes  to  our  rela- 
tives in  Europe,   still  fighting  for 

freedom — 
You  Honor  Me  As  A  Police  Officer. 
I  have  learned  a  lot  from  this  great 
man  as  to  how  to  be  fair  and 
square  with  people. 
To  Build  This  Statue — is  to  get  be- 
hind the  words  and  works  of  this 
great  man.  I  consider  it  a  great 
honor  to  "Honest  Abe.*  Perhaps  I 
have  used  the  word  "Great"  a  great 
many  times.  That's  exactly  the  way 
I  feel. 

I  Hope  As  We  All  Help — and  in 
the  future  years,  look  upon  this 
statue  that  it  will  remind  us  not 
only  of  his  work  and  words  to 
keep  our  country  great  and  free, 
but  continually  remind  us  to  be 
strong  and  live  by  the  principles 
of  this  great  man —

Last  March,  when  Governor 
Loveless  appointed  a  Lincoln  Ses- 
quicentennial  Committee,  with  a 
first  special  project  in  possible  sta- 
tuary, this  group  of  nine  people 
went  to  get  the  sculptor  currently 
teaching  at  the  Art  Center.  He 
was  Fred  Torrey.  The  committee 
personel  elected  as  officers:  Co- 
Chairmen  Judge  Luther  T.  Glanton, 
Jr.  of  Des  Moines  and  Representa- 
tive A.  L.  Mensing  of  Lowden 
with  Councilman  Reinhold  Carlson 
at  Treasurer  and  Dr.  John  D.  Clin- 
ton as  Executive  Secretary,  At- 
torney Robt.  Lappan,  Senator  Geo. 
O'Malley,  Representative  Wm.  Dar- 
rington  of  Persia,  Mayor  Charles 
lies  of  Des  Moines  and  Dr.  Wm. 
J.  Petersen  of  the  Iowa  Historical 
Society  at  Iowa  City  completed 
the  roster  of  the  original  commit- 
tee. Miss  Harriet  Macy  accepted 
invitation  to  join  the  group  re- 
cently. Her  many  Iowa  friends 
know  her  as  having  been  art  in- 
structor at  East  High  for  37  years. 

At  the  Art  Center  the  commit- 
tee knew  that  local  housewives 
under  Torrey  tutilage  were  por- 
traying their  children.  And  one 
doctor  in  the  city  had  done  a 
head  and  shoulders  of  his  wife. 

In  the  "Lincoln  in  Marble  and 
Bronze",  Dr.  Bullard's  book  which 
is  a  "Who's  Who"  in  Lincoln  works, 
there-  was  found  a  listing  of  the 
55  men  who  have  done  the  68 
famous  statues  in  this  line.  All  but 
2  of  these  men  have  finished  life, 
and  one  of  those  being  a  Des 
Moines  resident,  the  committee  felt 
happy  in  this  finding. 

Then  to  find  a  new  theme  for 
a  statue  where  all  angles  had  been 
worked.  Lincoln  has  been  portray- 
ed with  his  book,  his  ax,  his  rails, 
his  wife,  his  dog,  among  other 
properties.  But  now  for  1959,  the 
sesquicentennial  year  of  his  birth, 
what   theme? 

And  here  in  Iowa  there  was 
conceived  the  idea  of  doing 
"Lincoln  and  Tad."  Said  Sculptor 
Torrey,  "I  don't  know  why  I 
did  not  think  of  it,  or  why  any 
of  the  rest  of  us  did  not.  But 
Mrs.  Torrey  and  I  have  worked 
three  months  and  here  is  the 
model  of  an  original  which  has 
never  been  done,"  Mrs.  Torrey 
and  her  art,  chiefly  in  child 
sculpture,  has  made  this  team  a 
fortunate  one  for  this  study.  She 
will  do  the  son,  Tad. 

The  county  superintendents  of 
schools  of  Iowa,  in  annual  session 
this  summer  passed  a  resolution 
of  endorsement  of  "Lincoln  and 
Tad".  "As  school  men  we  realize 
the  significance  of  parental  con- 
cern which  will  be  represented  in 
the  statue  and  pledge  ourselves  to 
encourage  schools  to  participate 
in  the  giving  program."  The  su- 
perintendents and  the  committee 
have  perfected  an  essay  composi- 
tion on  Lincoln  for  the  month  of 
October  state-wide  and  thus  the 
statute  program  moves   along. 

Both  of  Mr.  Torrey's  studies  at 
Springfield,  show  Lincoln  on  horse- 
back. In  fact  he  is  the  only  one 
of  the  Lincoln  sculptures  to  so  por- 
tray our  16th  president.  Would 
you  like  the  story  of  one  of  these 
horses?

Their  Craftsmanship 


FOR  MORE  than  40  years  Fred  and  Mabel  Torrey 
have  been  creating  beauty  in  metal,  plaster,  and 
stone.  Across  the  U.S.,  even  overseas,  the  sculptured  work 
of  this  gifted  man  and  wife  team  is  seen  in  public  build- 
ings, parks,  and  private  collections.  Today,  as  residents  of 
a  suburb  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Mr.  Torrey,  76,  and  his 
wife,  74,  are  using  their  talents  in  a  new  way — helping 
neighborhood  children  learn  creative  arts.  Whether  work- 
ing with  marble  or  with  the  plastic  resource  of  small 
hands  and  young  minds,  the  craftsmanship  of  these  two 
gifted  septuagenarians  is  certain  to  endure. 

Widely  recognized  as  the  nation's  senior  Lincoln 
sculptor,  Mr.  Torrey  is  perhaps  best  known  for  his  two 
equestrian  statues  at  the  tomb  of  the  Civil  War  president 
in  Springfield,  111.  Mrs.  Torrey's  winsome  little  figurines 
of  children  have  won  warm  approval  around  the  world; 
her  most  famous  work  is  her  memorial  to  the  poet, 
Eugene  Field.  Wynhen,  Blyn\en,  and  Nod,  in  pink 
Tennessee  marble,  is  displayed  in  Denver,  where  Field 
once  lived. 

A  happy  combination  of  the  Torreys'  talents  is 
promised  in  their  latest  project,  another  Lincoln  statue 
proposed  for  placement  in  the  Iowa  capitol.  It  will  be  the 
first  ever  to  show  Lincoln  with  his  son,  Tad.  Appropri- 
ately, Mr.  Torrey  will  sculpture  Lincoln;  Mrs.  Torrey, 
his  mischievous  son. 

As  devoted  to  each  other  today  as  when  they  were 
newlyweds,  Fred  and  Mabel  Torrey  first  met  when  both 
were  students  at  the  Chicago  Art  Institute  in  1912. 
Married  four  years  later,  after  he  had  become  an  appren- 
tice to  the  famed  Lorado  Taft.  thev  lived  within  walking

distance  of  the  University  of  Chicago  until  1957.  Though 
neither  had  prior  connections  with  Iowa  (he  was  from 
West  Virginia,  she  from  Colorado),  their  move  to  Des 
Moines  was  predictable:  their  only  daughter,  Betty,  her 
husband,  and  two  charming  daughters  live  in  Ames,  just 
30  miles  away. 

Currently  the  Torreys,  as  active  as  a  couple  half  their 
age,  are  looking  ahead  optimistically  to  success  of  a 
campaign  to  raise  $25,000  so  they  can  go  ahead  with  the 
Lincoln-Tad  statue.  Meanwhile,  there  are  dozens  of 
other  things  to  keep  them  busy.  He,  for  example,  is  an 
enthusiastic  camera-club  member;  she  is  active  in  an  art 
group.  Sundays,  of  course,  they're  in  their  places  at  Des 
Moines'  Grace  Methodist  Church.  And  weekday  morn- 
ings they  are  up  by  6  to  work — and  act  as  fond  foster 
grandparents  to  a  neighborhood  full  of  adoring  children.

The  colony  scattered,  but  the 
Torreys  purchased  a  home,  and 
studio  in  Chicago  and  stayed 
there  until  late  1957,  when  they 
moved  to  Des  Moines. 

Lincoln  and  Tad 
In  1959,  the  Torreys  were 
asked  by  the  Society  of  the 
Friends  of  Lincoln,  Inc.,  to  do 
the  statue  of  Lincoln  and  Tad. 
The  society  was  a  non-profit 
'  organization  formed  specifically 
to  get  a  monument  to  the  six- 
teenth President  erected  at  the 
Statehouse. 

The  choice  of  the  Torreys 
raised  some  dissent  from  the 
CentralArea  Chapter  of  Artists 
Equity  Association,  which 
.  thought  there  should  have  been 
.  an  open  competition  for  the 
assignment. 

The  Torreys'  3,700-pound 
statue  was  placed  at  the  west 
entrance  of  the  Statehouse  in 
November,  1961.

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Next  Thursday  marks  the 
anniversary  of  Abraham 
Lincoln's  195th  birthday. 
The  day  used  to  be  an  occa- 
sion for  speeches,  special 
programs  and,  yes,  retail 
sales  events. 

Perhaps  we'll  see  rejuve- 
nated interest  in  2009  when 
a  major  celebration  is 
planned  for  the  bicentennial 
of  Lincoln's  birth.  The 
national  Lincoln  Bicentenni- 
al Commission  is  even  dis- 
cussing a  redesign  of  the 
penny,  which  began  carry- 
ing his  image  in  1909. 

One  West  Virginian  was 
very  familiar  with  Lincoln's 
image.  He  was  frequently 
commissioned  to  reproduce 
it. 

Fred  Martin  Torrey  was 
born  in  his  parents'  13-room 
home  at  Fairmont  in  1884 
according  to  "A  History  of 
Marion  County  West  Vir- 
ginia 1985,"  produced  by  the 
Marion  County  Historical 
Society  Inc.,  1986. 

After  completing  his  edu- 
cation in  Fairmont's  schools 
in  1901,  young  Torrey  took 
the  un-artistic  job  of  work- 
ing in  Sam  B.  Isman's  dry 
goods  store  in  Fairmont. 
Maybe  it  helped  him  devel- 
op an  empathy  with  Lin- 
coln, who  operated  a  simi- 
lar establishment  in  Hlinois, 
albeit  unsuccessfully. 

After  a  few  years  (coinci- 
dentally  in  1909,  the  centen- 
nial of  Lincoln's  birth),  Tor- 
rey left  the  West  Virginia 
hills  for  the  Land  of  Lin- 
coln. 

He  enrolled  in  the  Art 
Institute  of  Chicago  to  study 
the  art  and  craft  of  sculp- 
ture. 

Apparently  he  had  a  gift 
for  it.  By  1928,  he  was  listed 
in  "Who's  Who  in  America." 

Over  the  course  of  his 
lifetime,  Torrey  completed 
some  60  pieces.  In  1938,  he 
snagged  a  $50,000  commis- 
sion to  sculpt  the  Munn 
Memorial  for  Topeka,  Kan. 
Fifty  grand  was  serious 
pocket  change  at  a  time 
when  America  was  still 
struggling  to  emerge  from 
the  Great  Depression. 

Nine  years  earlier,  he 
sculpted  Stephen  Douglas, 
one  of  Lincoln's  most 
famous  political  opponents, 
for  the  State  of  Illinois. 
George  Washington  and 
George  Washington  Carver 
were  also  commissioned 
subjects  for  the  Marion 
County  native. 

Late  in  life,  he  completed 
a  bust  of  "Young  John 
Kennedy. " 

Ah,  but  Lincoln  was  the 
subject  Torrey  returned  to 
again  and  again.. His  works 
"Lincoln,  the  Circuit  Rider" 
and  "Lincoln,  the  Ranger," 
stand  at  the  martyred  presi- 
dent's tomb  in  Springfield 
Millikin  University,  in

Decatur,  111.,  hosts  "At  21,  I 
came  to  Illinois,"  a  statue 
depicting  young  Lincoln 
with  a  book  and  an  ax,  indi- 
cating the  choices  that  lay 
before  the  future  president- 
Self -education  or  a  life  of 
manual  labor. 

On  the  state  house 
grounds  at  Des  Moines 
Iowa.,  stands  "Lincoln  and 
Tad,"  with  Lincoln  seated 
holding  a  book,  and  his 
youngest  son,  "Tad" 
(Thomas)  looking  down  at 
it.  Schoolchildren  across 
Iowa  collected  pennies  to 
pay  for  the  statue.  The  fig- 
ure of  Tad  was  sculpted  by 
Torrey's  wife,  Mabel  Lan- 
drum,  a  renowned  sculptor 
in  her  own  right. 

West  Virginians  know 
Torrey  best  for  his  1933 
work,  "Abraham  Lincoln 
Walks  at  Midnight,"  based 
on  the  famed  poem  by 
Vachel  Lindsay.  It  was  dis- 
played at  the  1939-40  World's 
Fair,  where  a  copy  of  Lin- 
coln's Emancipation  Procla- 
mation was  also  on  exhibit. 

For  many  years,  West 
Virginians  wanted  to  bring 
that  statue  to  the  Mountain 
State  for  permanent  display 
but  funding  frustrated  their' 
efforts.  Finally,  Torrey's 
daughter  unveiled  it  on  the 
grounds  of  the  state  capital 
on  June  20,  1974.  Torrey 
himself  did  not  see  it  hap- 
pen; he  died  July  8,  1967. 

"A  History  of  Marion 
County"  describes  Torrey  as 
"the  nation's  best  known 
Lincoln  sculptor." 
Renowned,  yes,  but  best 
known?  Well,  ... 

Daniel  Chester  French 
who  carved  the  statue  in  the 
Lincoln  Memorial,  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  is  probably  the 
best-known.  Other  con- 
tenders include  Gutzon  Bor- 
glum,  who  chiseled  Lin- 
coln's head  on  Mount  Rush- 
more;  Augustus  Saint-Gau- 
dens,  with  Lincoln  statues 
in  Chicago  and  in  London, 
England;  and  Leonard  Volk 
who  made  the  plaster  life 
mask  of  Lincoln  and  based 
sculptures  on  it. 

Torrey  was  certainly  a 
prolific  Lincoln  sculptor. 
You  can  view  several  of  his 
pieces  on  the  Lincoln  Sculp- 
ture Photo  Tour  at  Abraham 
Lincoln  Online.
